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Assembly Can End 
Hiring of Solons 


We are glad to have Gov. Talmadge 
reaffirm his stand against the hiring of 
members of the General Assembly by var- 
ious agencies of the state government. 
This has been his position all along. It 
should be adopted as standard operating 
procedure for all departments. 

There is more than one angle to em- 


ployment of representatives and senators 


by various department heads. It is diffi- 
cult for an elected official, whose agency 
depends upon the Legislature for appro- 
priations and other guidance, to turn down 
a legislator who asks for a job. While 
this does not excuse the practice, it is one 
reason it exists. 

The governor points out that hiring of 
lame-duck legislators is not a violation of 
the law per se. In the immedate past, 
however, lame-ducks are not the only ones 


who continuously have popped up on —_ 


state pay roll. 

What is needed is some type of fool- 
proof legislation that would make it a 
clear violation of the law for members of 
the Assembly to take state jobs until their 
terms of office expire. That is the only 
method through which the burden can be 
removed from legislators, department 
heads and the governor himself. 

Legislators should have the temptation 
to seek state jobs removed. Department 
heads should be relieved of the conse- 
quences of either turning them down or 
hiring them. The governor should be re- 
lieved of the obvious pressures from both 
sides. 

Sooner or later, unless stopped, hiring 
legislators for state jobs will lead to a ma- 
jor scandal. The Legislature itself should 
end it by passing an appropriate restric- 
tive law.

Republicans Shouldn't 
Crash the Other Party 


The Democrats in Georgia’s tier of 
mountain counties have a complaint. To 
our ears it sounds like a legitimate one. 
They say that Republicans run their own 
candidates for state and national offices, 
yet cross over and vote in Democratic pri- 
maries. 

Stanley Daves, chairman of the Fannin 
County Democratic executive committee, 
Says it doesn’t happen in his county nor 
in Towns, but that it does happen in other 
Ninth District counties in such a way 
that the Republicans assist in’ nominating 
Democratic. candidates, then in the gen- 
eral election put up opposition for those 
candidates. 

Mr. Daves and his friends-want it 
stopped. They have appealed to James 
S. Peters, state Democratic chairman, to 
write a loyalty oath into the 1954 primary 
ballot whereby any,person voting must 
certify his party affiliation and his intent 
to support the ticket in the general elec- 
tion. : 

The request is reasonable. We hope 
the state committee so acts as to reinforce 
its rules and screen Republicans from the 
primary. Georgia will never have a two- 
party system until there is a definite line 
of demarcation between the two teams. It 
is only fair to require a person asking a 
Democratic primary ballot to prove that 
he is a member of the party. 


We Celebrate Candlemas 
And Ground Hog Day 


Today is Ground-Hog Day—to all, that 
is, save those who insist Feb. 14 is the real 
day. At straight-up 12 o'clock noon if the 
ground hog sees his shadow there will be 
six weeks of rough, winter weather and 
the grouhd hog, quite sensibly, will go 
back to sleep until it is over. If he does 
not see his shadow, then springtime is al- 
most at hand. 

There are many homespun sayings. 

“Noah of old closed the door of the ark 
on Ground-Hog Day. If it rains on Feb. 
2 we will have 40 days of rainy weather.” 

If Feb. 2 is a warm, cloudy day then, 

“spring is shaping up fast. Get ready for 
early plowing and planting.” 
“If it’s a cold, sunny day, 

just as well.

Feb. 2 also is Candlemas Day, a fact 
which is unknown to millions who do 
know about the ground hog. The early 
.church, seeking to attract as many of the 
pagans as possible, shrewdly established 
Christian festivals and holy days to coin- 
cide with pagan celebrations. 

The pagans had one on Feb. 2 called 
“Amburbial,” .which was a_ procession 
around the walls of Rome in which those 
in the procession carried lights. The 
Christians made of it a celebration of two 
great events. In the Western church Can- 
dlemas commemorates the presentation of 
Christ in the temple. (St. Luke 2:22:- 
‘And when the days of her purification ac- 
cording to the law of Moses were accom- 


plished they brought Him to Jerusalem to 
be presented to the Lord.) 

The Eastern church celebrates the 
meeting of Christ with Simeon and Anna. 
(St. Luke 2-25-38.) Candlemas has been 
celebrated by Christians since the time 
of Justinian (483-565), the Byzantian em- 
peror who reconquered much of the West 
from the Moslems. 

It began in the declaration of Simeon 
that Our Savior was to be “a light unto 
the gentiles.”. Hence the procession of 
symbolic lights with the feast, and was 
called “Candlefeast Day.” Gradually this 
became Candlemas, or the blessing of the 
symbolic candles of “light.” 

In our rural beginnings it had a third 
significance. Whether the ground hog 
saw his shadow or not, spring and its un- 
certain weather were at hand. On Ground- 
Hog Day children were equipped with 
“Fittidy” bags, tied about their necks with 
string. The home-made bag contained a 
piece of asafetida. The aroma of it was 
supposed to cause germs of mumps, 
measles, whooping cough and chickenpox 
to beat a hasty retreat. Ground-Hog 
Day was also the day to begin dosing 
young and old alike with sassafras tea and 
with a tablespoon of sorghum molasses to 
which had been added a pinch of sulphur, 
to provide iron and purify the blood. It did 
add iron. Molasses today is much used by 
health cultists as a source of iron. 

So, Ground-Hog Day and Candlemas 
are important to us, both to the body and 
spirit.

Beware of ‘Miracles’ 
In Seed or Services 


In the press last week there were a cou- 
ple of warnings that should be heeded 
by Georgians generally. 

In Dawson County Frank McGill, Ter- 
rell County agent, was telling farmers to 
beware of itinerant seed peddlers, trying 
to sell a “new miracle variety” of seed. 
He advised the purchase of certified seed 
from reputable dealers. 

Septic tank cleaning was the subject 
of a warning issued in Bartow County by 
State Sanitarian Frazier Daugherty. Mr. 
Daugherty said that unidentified tran- 
sients posing as health department officials 
had been going through the country fleec- 
ing home owners out of hundreds of dol- 
lars. 

First, these transients ask to inspect a 
septic tank, then they say it must be 
cleaned, then they charge the owner as 
much as $200 to $250 for a $20 to $30 
job. 

The Sanitarian advised that home own- 
ers know with whom they are dealing and 
that they get a quoted price before they 
contract for any work. 

That advice is good policy whether 
septic tanks, seed or subscriptions are in- 
volved. The safe course is to deal with 
people whom you know or whose creden- 
tials are unquestionably sound.

New Molestation Penalty 
More Nearly Fits Crime 


Another Atlanta child molester has 
been sentenced to prison for his despicable 
crime. The penalty was five years, the 
maximum under’the law in effect when 
the crime was committed. 

Thanks to the 1954 General Assembly, 
the maximum is now 20 years. But the 
ex post facto clause in our Constitution 
forbids the making of a law retroactive 
and-increasing the penalty after the com- 
mission of the crime. Although the man 
sentenced recently was a chronic offender, 
five years was the most the court could 
give him. 

The new 20-year penalty is more nearly 
in keeping with the crime.

Pretending that nothing is wrong, when something plainly is, won't 
help. Nor, on the other hand, is it unpatriotic to holler that something 
is wrong, even if you holler too loud and long and stretch the truth. 
That's just an old American custom. 


Some Republican political lead- 
ers, among them Chairman Leo- 
nard W. Hall of the national com- 
mittee and Speaker of the House 
Joe Martin, seem,to suspect some 
dastardly political plot in talk 
about “‘recession’’ or ‘‘readjust- 
ment’ or whatever name you pre- 
fer. You just shouldn't mention 
such things. This is not to say 
that you may not find a political 
motive: in some of the comment 
from patently political figures on 
the Democratic side who are warn- 
ing of ‘“‘recession’’ or ‘‘readjust- 
ment’’ or whatever name you pre- 
fer. 

The inconsistency in the shushing 
attitude taken by some Republican 
leaders is that the President, him- 
self, and his council of economic 
advisers spoke plainly about the 
“current economic readjustment”’ 
in the recent economie report to 
Congress, They think it'll be brief 
and self-corrective. But they warn 
against ‘‘complacency,’’ which 
seems to describe the ostrich-like 
pose of some Republican leaders. 

Firthermore, if these same hush- 
hushers would take the trouble to 
read the President's economic re- 
port they would find that the eco- 
nomic advisers who drafted it are 
frank enough about what has hap- 
pened. They tell in detail of its 
ramifications and effects. They 


confess some mistakes, notably the 
‘tight money” policy that had to 
be modified. 

But, more than that, they reveal 
that several months ago the ad- 
ministration sent out instructions 
to all departments to prepare lists 
of public works that could get 
started quickly in case the ‘‘re- 
adjustment” didn't readjust. And 
the administration has recommend- 
ed a program that includes about 
every sort of stimulant and booster 
for the economy which economists 
have devised and the national gov- 
ernment has used since we went 
into that awful tail spin in 1929 
and found that prosperity wasp't 

‘‘just around the corner,”’ as we 
were told, nor would wishing make 
it so. 

This reporter has learned from 
first-hand observation of Washing- 
ton in “recession’’ and ‘‘depres- 
sion’ that you can’t either talk the 
country into one, or out of one. 
You never heard such fancy talk 
as came from the Hoover adminis- 
tration back in 1929 and 1930 — but 
the thing wouldn't listen and 


wouldn't go away. Then on the- 


other hand, there were all those 
dire predictions from government 
economists a year or so before the 
Second World War ended that it 
would be, followed by one awful 
setback. But there was none.

The new board of directors and 
the new president, Irving Walker, 
have installed Mrs. John Braun as 


manager. Mrs. Braun runs & 
kennel on Covington. road, and 
should know her animals. 


The old house which serves as 
headquarters has been cleaned 
from top to bottom, and the so- 
ciety’s pens and one modern shel- 
ter have been given a thorough 
going over. 

The stench that once was the 
most impressive thing about the 
property has been all but eradi- 
cated. It took several weeks work 
and many gallons of disinfectant, 
but for the first time in years the 
place is decent. Cleaning the neg- 
lected premises stirred up so much 
accumulated refuse that the neigh- 
bors complained of the odor; a 
complaint that Mr. Walker trusts 
they never will have to make 
again. 

The reorganization came at a 
crucial time in the history of At- 
lanta dogs; just as the new city 
leash law went into effect. Wander- 
ing dogs now are taken to the 
pound, and after a period of grace

Animals also 
are taken out in quantity, and only 
those are supposed to be gassed 
which in the opinion of the vet- 
erinarian aré incurably ill. Mrs. 
Braun currently is . orking a six 
day week, and Mr. Walker pinch 
hit for her Sunday of last week. 
He estimates that. more than 100 
people came by the shelter that 
day looking for pets to take home. 

For adoption purpeses, the so- 
ciety finds cats move faster than 
dogs. A cat is a better showman, 
and somehow manages to make an 
impression, even at the cheerless 
shelter. A dog, however, often goes 
into a fit of despair on arrival and 
generally is too miserable to try 
and sell himself to future patrons. 

Today the society is under 
manned and under financed. Ad- 
ditional dues paying members are 
needed badly to get it on its feet 
again. 

Fhe job of the society is to pro- 
tect animals, and quite often pro- 
tect them from people. It protects 
people from animals too as a col- 
lector of the sick ahd the strays, 


and is a factor in maintaining the - 


general health of the area.

Some years ago a church was holding a revival meeting in Roa- 
noke, Ala., and one night a small boy came to the altar. He was a

The latest example is the action of the six Democratic members 


of the Senate Labor Committee 
who formally recommended in 
their report to the Senate that the 
nomination of Albert C. Beeson, as 
a member of the National Labor 
Relations Board, be rejected. The 
report says frankly that the six 
Democratic senators *‘do not ques- 
tion Mr. Beeson’s candor, honesty 
or integrity,’’ but that they do 
question whether his experience as 
a spokesman for management in 
collective bargaining in the past 
would ‘‘color’’ his judgment. 

If adopted as a policy in the Sen- 
ate, it would mean that no man 
hereafter could work for the Labor 
Board who had ever served a trade 
union or the management side. 

Carried to its logical conculsion, 
this discriminatory policy would 
mean labor mediators, arbitrators 
and other personnel could never 
qualify for service in the govern- 
ment in connection with the labor 
bureaus and boards of the govern- 
ment if they previously worked for 
management or labor. It is the 
most dangerous kind of persecu- 
tion, and the so-called “‘liberals’’ 
who are sponsoring it are plainly 


violating the basic principle of fair- 
ness in their recommendation. _ 
Yet one of the most noted of all 
“‘liberals,’’ the late Senator George 
Norris of Nebraska, an Independ-

Tax Writeoffs Stress 
Utilities, Carriers

Figures for Metropolitan Atlanta plant and facility expansion 
in line with the nation’s defense program underline the critical 
importance of utility and transportation services. 

More than 95 per cent of the nearly $160,000.000 spent in this 
area since the beginning of the federal government's expansion 
program: in 1951 through last year was designed to increase the 
production of utilities and transportation services. 

The expenditures were based on 54 certificates of necessity 
authorizing rapid federal income tax writeoffs on the improve- 
ments involved. The certificates have been issued under a gen- 
eral program intended to speed up the output of goods and 
services needed in the defense mobilization program. 

More than $39.4 million went into improvements for the pro- 
duction of electric power, $64 million into gas pipeline develop- 
ment, more than $19 million into rail transportation service, and 
nearly $33.3 million to air lines. 

Less than $3,000,000 of the expenditures authorized on the 
certificates of necessity went into the expansion operations of 
any other industries in the Atlanta area. 

The expansion program has been almost equally active in 
other parts of Georgia. Firms in Brunswick, Columbus, Jeffer- 
ag Rome, St. Marys and Valdosta had certificates amounting 

to $124,073,293. 

In the Southeast, Atlanta was second onlv to Birmingham in 
number of certificates issued as well as in the amount involved 
in the expansion work. Firms in the Alabama city were given 
100 certificates calling for the spending of more than $292.5 mil- 
lion. Ten others were issued there with no amounts shown. 

These expansion activities were part of a wave of industrial

development activities taking place over the region in the three- 
vear period. The expenditures totaled nearly a billion dollars in 
15 metropolitan areas of the region, according to the Atlanta 
field office of the U.S. Department of Commerce.

HOME TUTORS 

You parents may find it neces- 
sary to tutor your child at home 
in some of his school subjects. 
I've had to help every one of 
our five youngsters at one time 
or another. 

But make the home tutoring 
as interesting as possible. Don't 
use too much compulsion about 
it. Sugar-coat the process if pos- 
sfble. 

The ability to read. easily is 
the greatest single need of a 
school child. For poor readers 
cannot keep up even with math- 
ematics since the written prob- 
lems demand reading skill. 

Make ‘‘flash cards,’’ using 
white cardboard strips. Then go 
through your child’s reader and 
pick out nouns, verbs and ad- 
jectives. Print one word on each 
cardboard strip. 

Then start with two. Hold 
them both up in front of the 
youngster and identify the words. 
Show him a few general differ- 
ences, such as the fact that 
‘window’ is longer than ‘‘door,”’

And the more he succeeds, the 
higher his ego will develop.

Then use arithmetic combina- 
tions on your cards, such as 5x1, 
5x2, etc. It is surprising how fast 
a youngster will improve with a 
little home tutoring if you make 
the lessons a game. 

So invite the child’s daddy to 
compete. But, dads, pull your 
punches. A child must win about 


3 times out of 4 or he grows dis- 
couraged. 

So hesitate a moment and oc- 
casionally make errors ‘‘on pur- 
pose’ so your 8-year-old can beat 
you! For that’s what adds zest 
for him and changes the lessons 
to play or a “‘game’”’. 

COMIC BOOKS 

After your child becomes fair- 
ly skillful, then let him read 
comic books aloud, while you 
adults do the dishes. 

Give him his choice of either 
washing the dishes, or reading 
aloud to Mother while she wash- 
es them, using the argument that 
she doesn't have time to read, 
but wants to hear the stories. 

Most children will read rather 
than wash dishes! But don’t be 
harsh or too caustic when a child 
mispronounces a word. 

Be casual and use the ‘“‘sand- 
wich method”’ in correcting him. 
I'll describe it more fully tomor- 
row.
